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Snowmobile Laws 
The City of Escanaba has an ordinance reg­ 
ulating the operation of snowmobiles within the 
city limits. It prohibits the operation of snow­ 
mobiles on city streets, walks and alleys while 
defining areas where the machines can be used. 
The State of Michigan has a law regulating 
the operation of snowmobiles. Tt likewise limits 
the use of the machines, generally prohibiting 
operation within IOO feet of the main traveled 
portion of any roadway and requiring safe run­ 
ning speeds and no booze in the driver. 
Tile laws should be observed — and if not 
observed they should be enforced — before some­ 
one is killed or seriously injured. 
W hen six inches of snow fell on the area 
last Sunday night and early Monday morning, 
it signaled the opening of the snowmobile season 
in Escanaba. Machines were evident in the city 
while snow was still coming down — there was 
one report of a machine zipping down Luding­ 
ton St. — and when snowmobiles were not in 
use they were evident parked in owners’ front 
yards or garages. 
* 
* 
* 
Yes, despite the obvious violations of the 
ordinance which was designed to protect the 
safety of snowmobilers, pedestrians and motor­ 
ists to say nothing about preserving the peace in 
otherwise quiet neighborhoods, no arrests have 
been reported in Escanaba for violation of ita 
provisions. 
Police officers will point out that it is dif­ 
ficult to catch snowmobilers zipping across 
lawns and snowbanks either on foot or in a pa­ 
trol car. Many of the normal police methods just 
don’t work. But there are some things which 
could be done. 
The State of Michigan requires, for example, 
that snowmobiles be registered and the regis­ 
tration number be prominently displayed in block 
numbers and letters on the engine cowling. This, 
in itself, should be a valuable law enforcement 
weapon. If the machine isn’t registered and the 
number not displayed, isn’t this a violation of 
the state law? 
In areas where the police have received com­ 
plaints — and there have been m any in the past 
winters — “stakeouts” could be used in an area 
where the complaint originated.

Snowmobiles are marvelous toys. They have 
provided an entire new outlook on winter for 
many families who otherwise would have re­ 
signed themselves to a season indoors. 
But the machines can be dangerous if not 
driven carefully and responsibly. Last weekend, 
three persons were injured in the Munising area 
— one hit a tree and two others when their ma­ 
chines collided headon while traveling, of all 
places, on an airport runway. Near Green Bay, 
two persons drowned when their snowmobile 
plunged through the ice into eight to IO feet of 
water in Green Bay. A Negaunee man and his 
wife each suffered broken leers when their ma­ 
chine was hit by another. All winter there will 
be renorts of car-snowmobile clashes. 
The state law was written to prevent some 
of those happenings. So was the Escanaba ordin­ 
ance. But neither of them will be of any use 
unless they are observed and, if necessary, en­ 
forced. 
Tf snowmobile owners Insist on their ma­ 
chines on the city. in violation of the ordinance, 
they should be called for an accounting.

Secretaries Oppose 
Census Downgrade

NEW YORK (AP) — To slight 
a bright lady is to invite her 
scorn, and that is what the Cen­ 
sus Bureau seemingly has dane 
—not just to one but to 1.5 mil­ 
lion of them. The girls ane more 
than mildly upset about it. 
Their disappointment is expe- 
cially acute because the girls 
have been trying to call eftten- 
tion to their best qualities and 
felt they had been winning a 
long, uphill battle.

this. There are secretaries and 
there are stenographers. The 
latter take dictation and type. 
Secretaries 
do all

more; they are planners, deci­ 
sion makers, executive assist­ 
ants. 
The secretaries don’t come 
right out and say so, but they 
feel they are superior to stenog­ 
raphers. Secretaries, they feel, 
are partners with the boss; ste­ 
nographers are more workers 
who someday might aspire to be 
secretaries. 
State Her Case 
Miss Bertha Stronadh, who Is 
president of the National Secre­ 
taries 
Association, 
felt 
com­ 
pelled to state her case. The sig­ 
nificance and importance of sec­ 
retaries is being recognized now 
more than ever before, 
she 
feels. 
Secretaries, 
she 
said, 
“have made moue srtrides in 
recognition of their integral con­ 
tributions as part of the man­ 
agement team rn the 60s than 
in any comparable period in 
business history.” 
But the decade of the 1970s 
appears to be starting on tile 
wrong foot. The 1970 Census, 
she states, is going to be “one of 
the obstacles to a full measure­ 
ment of secret aria!! advance­ 
ment.” 
Research by the NSA indi­ 
cates. Miss Stronach states, that 
about 60 per cent of the 2.25 mil­ 
lion secretaries and stenogra­ 
phers have advanced beyond 
si tort hand and transcription du­ 
ties to the “think” demands of 
secretarial work.

echo— 
which can be of tremendous

Take this deal where West 
led a diamond. Declarer played 
the ten from dummy, won by 
East with the ace. East cor­ 
rectly diagnosed the lead as a 
singleton 
and 
returned 
the 
eight of diamonds, ruffed by 
West with the three. 
West led back a low heart, 
South taking the king with the 
ace. Declarer entered dummy 
with a club and led the jack of 
spades. When East rose with 
the ace, West contributed the 
deuce. Since West had earlier 
ruffed with the three, the deuce 
constituted a trump echo, that 
is, a high-low in trumps. 
The trump echo is used by a 
defender to indicate an original 
holding

trumps. East therefore returned 
a diamond and West ruffed to 
put the contract down one.

In that case, when 
East won the spade with the 
ace, he would have a difficult 
problem to solve.

Public Wary 


Over Economy 


ANN ARBOR, Mich. (AP> — 
Consumer attitudes towards the 
nation’s economy are nearly as 
unfavorable now as they were 
before the 1957-58 recession, the 
University of Michigan’s Survey 
Research Center says. 
University economists predict­ 
ed that unless there is some 
good news about Vietnam, tax 
relief, inflation and unemploy­ 
ment. there will be a drop in 
demand for cars and other dur­ 
able goods. 
They said the lower demand 
for goods probably will be re­ 
flected in reduced leisure and 
recreational spending and 
in 
purchases of 
other 
optional 
goods and services. 
Buyers Cautious 
The center said its interviews 
with nearly 1,500 families across 
the nation show its index of con­ 
sumer sentiment to buy has 
dipped to 79.7 
now compared 
with 95.1 last February. 
The index’s base of IOO re­ 
flects conditions in February, 
1966. 
The economists suggested that 
consumer pessimism indicates 
they are hearing the Nixon Ad­ 
ministration’s message that to 
win the battle against inflation 
demand must be cut and some 
increases in unemployment will 
result. 
Reflecting that belief, the sur­ 
vey found that 52 per cent of 
those surveyed expect unem­ 
ployment to rise while only 20 
per cent expressed such a belief 
last year. 
Recession Talk 
The percentage of those pre­ 
dicting a recession has jumped 
to 40 per cent, compared to 26 
per cent last year. 
The survey noted that a small­ 
er proportion of those surveyed 
in November predicted large 
price increases than did earlier 
this year. 
It noted that, “the adminis­ 
tration’s message that the fight 
against inflation will be won ap­ 
parently has been heard and be­ 
lieved by many people — but not 
by as m any ag the news about 
rising unemployment. ”

I “I don’t know what the an­ 
swer is,” s a i d Capt. Richard 
Lundin of the Escanaba police. 
“It’s obvious vandalism is on 
the increase, but even though 
we make numerous property 
; checks it doesn’t seem to stop 
the malicious destruction that 
goes on,” he said. 
Lundin reported that the most 
frequently reported types of 
vandalism are broken window’s, 
broken car antennas and punc­ 
tured tires. Karas said road 
| signs were his most frequent 
victims of uncalled for destruc- 
I tion. 
Few’, lf any vandals have 
been caught and prosecuted. 
They usually strike at night. 
Area law enforcement offic­ 
ials report that vandals have 
sprayed paint on cars, destroy­ 
ed public restrooms, smashed 
windows 
a n d 
neon 
signs, 
scratched 
parked 
cars 
with 
knives, broken off auto anten­ 
nas, punctured tires, smashed 
school windows with rocks, de­ 
stroyed street signs, burned pic­ 
nic tables, throwm picnic tables 
into rivers and run down pub­ 
lic signposts among other things. 
All these types of vandalism 
cost money. For instance, if 
some malicious person decides 
to take a knife and scratch up 
your car, you might have to 
have your car repainted. What 
does it cost if someone nps a 
hole in your tire with a knife? 
How’ much does a good tire 
cost? 
Vandalism has gotten so bad 
in recent years that the City of 
Escanaba had to lock the doors 
to the City Hall after hours, 
and it’s just a few feet from 
Police Headquarters. 
Area police say that most of 
the vandalism is done by young 
people after dark. 
Remember the saying, “Par­ 
ents, it’s after dark, do you 
know where your children are?” 
Maybe we should add to that,” 
and what they are doing.”

On Rights Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sena­ 
tors fighting to salvage the Vot­ 
ing Rights Act of 1965 in the 
wake of its rejection by the 
House have kept control of the 
civil rights legislation from a 
Dixie-dominated committee. 
While designed to keep a less 
stringent Nixon administration 
bill —and thus chances of sub­ 
stituting 
for it 
the 
favored 
measure—free for floor action, 
the move also sparked the possi­ 
bility of a southern-led filibus­ 
ter. 
Sen. Philip A. Hart. D-Mich., 
with the blessings of both Demo­ 
cratic and Republican leaders, 
blocked Friday referral of the 
House-passed Nixon bill to the 
Senate 
Judiciary 
Committee, 
headed by Sen. James O. East­ 
land. D-Miss. 
By keeping it out of the com­ 
mittee. backers of a rival bill 
extending the 1965 act for anoth­ 
er five years hope to be able to 
bring up the House bill on the 
Senate floor and then substitute 
their measure for it. 
The House bill favored by the 
Nixon administration, would ap­ 
ply to all 50 states alike insitead 
of being limited, rn the 1966 act 
is. to six southern states and 
part of a seventh. 
Sen. Sam J. Ervin, Jr., D- 
N.C., chairman of a judiciary 
subcommittee that held brief 
hearings on the rival voting 
right* measure* last July, ex­ 
pressed doubt the required two- 
third* Senate majority could be 
obtained to choke off a filibus­ 
ter. 
Hart agreed it would be a 
problem to get the necessary 
GOP votes in the face of admin­ 
istration apposition to extension 
of the 1965 act.

Save Money, 
Have Fun - 
Chop Your Tree 


EA ST LA N SIN G — Fam ilies 
eon still chop their own Christ­ 
mas trees, and save money do­ 
ing so, says Michigan State U ni­ 
versity forestry specialist Lester 
Bell. 
« Christmas tree prices w ill be 
Agoing up again this year, but 
^prices are lower on farms than 
at retail outlets. You also get 
a fresher tree, the specialist 
points out. 
The marks of good quality in 
a tree are those you probably 
already recognize. A U.S. Pre­ 
mium tree, the top grade, has 
Cuniform density of foliage all 
around. It would look good even 
in the middle of the room. 
U.S. Choice or Standard lacks 
uniform ity, but may be suitable 
In the comer of a room. The 
triangular shape of the tree 
•hould have a width at its base 
'equal to at least 40 per cent of 
its heigth. 
Needles on the tree should be 
resilient, not brittle, when you 
bend them, 
Bell says. They 
>ihould adhere well when you 
run your finger down a branch. 
Once you have your selection 
at home, store it in a cool spot 
u ntil you decorate it. When the 
tim e comes to trim it, saw a 
fresh diagonal slice off the butt, 
artand the tree up in a pot of 
Water, and water it daily, the 
specialist recommends. 
One word of warning. Th# 
best trees are sold early, so do 
your tree shopping w ell ahead 
©f Christmas eve.

Smoky, sent as a gift by the 
Great Smoky Mountains Asso­ 
ciation.

Republican 
stronghold in the entire United 
States of Am erica,” the author 
explains.

Dr. Kenneth Sink, Michigan 
State University 
horiculturist, 
offered this advice after nan- 
lyzing 
the 
current poinsettia 
market situation. 
There are two hybrid groups 
on the market, he explained. 
One series is called “ Mikkel- 
sen,” which first came out in 
1960, and the other, “ Eckes­ 
point,” was just released last 
year. 


There are four varieties in 
th# Mikkelsen series, and all of 
them 
have 
superior 
keeping 
quality, said Dr. Sink. The or­ 
iginal hybrid, the Paul Mik- 
kelsen, is red. The others ar© 
Mikkelwhite, Mikkelpink 
and 
Mikkeldawn which is pink and 
white. 
In the Eckespoint series pro­ 
duced by Paul Ecke, Inc., of 
California, there is a red Eckes­ 
point C-l, a pink Eckespoint 
C-l, a white Eckespoint C-64 
and an earlier flowering red 
hybrid, Eckespoint C-35. 
“ A ll of these new hybrids 
have good keeping quality of 
leaves and bracts in compar­ 
ison to the older nonhybrids,” 
commented Dr. Sink. “ The tru© 
flowers in the center of the 
plant do not drop easily, the 
leaves 
last 
a 
long time, the 
plants have larger and better 
colored bracts and the plants 
have stiffer stems.” 
Care for these poinsettias is 
particularly critical, since the 
plant was originally a tropical 
plant 
and 
requires 
carefully 
controlled growing conditions. 
“ Pour a cupful of water on 
the plant whenever 
the 
soil 
surface is dry,” said Dr. Sink. 
“ Be careful not to overwater. 
Keep the plant out of drafts 
and keep it in a room w ell 
lighted by daylight. Room tem­ 
perature should never be high­ 
er than 72 degrees. 
Dr. Sink said plants can be 
cut back and put outdoors after 
the bracts have dropped and 
after the chance of a frost. 
It’s possible to bring the poin­ 
settia into flower for the com­ 
ing Christmas, but you won’t 
be able to get the degree of 
flowering that the commercial 
florist can. That’s because the 
plant needs controlled temper­ 
ature. moisture and careful fer­ 
tilization. 
“ It’s now a standard practice 
for retail florists to put ‘care 
tags’ on poinsettias,” said Dr. 
Sink. “ M y best advice to to 
read 
these tags 
and 
follow 
their instructions.
